The opposite nuisance to a mois­ 
ture-heavy atm osphere, discussed 
earlier, is the eq ually great nui­ 
sance of the overly dry atmosphere 
that characterizes desert living and 
room conditions in m any of our 
homes that are overheated and un­ 
derventilated, especially through­ 
out the winter months. 
Now y ou know only too well 
what ex cessiv e dry ing does to 
y our g arden, 
lawn, 
woodwork 
and point of y our home and the 
condition of y our skin. May be 
y ou hav en’t realized that identi­ 
cal chang es are produced in y our 
mucous membranes, especially 
those of y our nose, throat and 
mouth. 
If y ou work or sleep in an over­ 
heated, underventilated room, y our 
m em b ranes will dry , b ecome en­ 
crusted with mucous flakes, crack, 
b leed a little, and open a pathway 
for infecting organisms. 
You'll know this is happening 
w’hen y ou ob serve a soil of sting­ 
ing sensation when y ou b reathe in, 
when y ou have spells of dry cough­ 
ing, when crusts collect in y our 
nose, and when their rem oval re­ 
sults in b lood streaking. Or may b e 
y ou’ll find y ourself waking at night 
with y our dried mouth and throat 
m em b ranes feeling the way the b ot­ 
tom of a b ird cage looks. 
After y ou’ve monkey ed around 
with nose drops, gargles, mouth 
w’ashes, spray s and the like, y ou’ll 
soon discover that they give very 
tem porary relief, if any and do 
nothing a t all to cure y our annoy ­ 
ances. 
Once again, the way to attack 
y our prob lem is to strike at the 
cause. You m ust try to prevent 
overheating of y o*;r home, office, 
place of w’ork and especially y our 
b edroom. 
Perhaps y ou'll think I'm a crank 
for gadgets, b ut the only way to 
know’ w hat y ou’re ab out is to use 
a room therm om eter and see that 
the tem perature does not exceed 
70 degres Fahrenheit during the 
day and 65 to 68 a t night. 
In addition to holding the tem­ 
perature down, see that y our 
rooms and home g et a thoroug h 
airing ev ery so oft* n during the 
day . Particularly such time as 
the sun is shln.ng . 
And finally , if the hy grom eter 
I describ ed in the fir st of these 
columns shows a moisture reading 
of less than 30 per cent, get a 
steam kettle going. Don’t b other 
to add any thing smelly , however, 
pleasant. Just plain, ordinary , un­ 
m edicated steam is all y ou need. 
In a fascinating discussion in 
the Archives of Otolary ngology , 
Dr. William J. Hitschler suggests 
the following form ula for use in 
humidification. 
Add 13 to the outside tem­ 
perature reading . That is to say , 
if it’s 20 out-of-doors, try to keep 
the inside reading at 35 per cent 
on y our hy g rometer. 
A good way to b e sure vou’re 
ab out right is lo note that y our 
windows 
are 
partially 
fogged. 
That'll mean that y our m em b ranes 
are getting the amount of moisture 
they need to function properly . 
And any one who can read the in­ 
strum ent panel on a dashb oard or 
the tem perature chart that comes 
with m ost m odem stoves should 
have no difficulty with the use of 
a room therm om eter and hy grom ­ 
eter.

Defy Quick Cures

NEW YORK (JP)—The common cold and the uncom 
mon hangover have one thing in common—science has found 
no sure q uick cure for either. 
So far the only real solace availab le to the victim of 
either ailment is the realization that if he makes the b est of 
his ordeal it will finally go away . 
No one knows when the first hu 
men b eing caught the first com­ 
mon cold, or when the first man 
came down with sn uncommon 
hangover. But b oth afflictions have 
b een known throughout recorded 
history ’. 
There are men who wouldn’t 
give a dime to discover a cure 
for tile common cold who would 
gladly —at least on some m em ­ 
orab le mornings— give a million 
dollars for a genuine and im me­ 
diate hangover cure. 
In the folklore of drinking there 
have b een as m any cures for 
hangovers as there have b een for 
the hiccups. Every b ody has a cure 
—or has heard of a cure — b ut 
none of them really wrorks. 
One recommends a copious in­ 
take of ice cream the morning 
after. 
Other students of this vital topic 
advocate such various remedies 
as vast gulps of hot b lack coffee, 
tom ato juice, orange juice and 
honey , a raw egg flavored with 
tab asco 
sauce rn 
milk, 
turkish 
b aths, pea soup, or long solitary 
walks. 
In Colonial day s a more rugged 
society prescrib ed a treatm ent 
that was also a punishment — 
flogging and b leeding. 
But 
Leon 
D. 
Adams, 
author, 
say s all these 
cures have one 
thing WTong with them —they don't 
work. 
As executive secretary of the 
Society of Medical Friends of 
Mine, Adams has gone into this 
sub ject extensively , indeed ex­ 
haustively . 
First, 
Adams defines what 
a 
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hangover is. He say s it is an up 
set of the b ody ’s chemical b alance 
manifested b y "splitting headache, 
searing thirst, furry tongue, pound­ 
ing heart, fluttering stomach, terri­ 
fy ing pains, chills, shakiness and 
scream ing jitters.” 


Second, Adams explains what a 
hangover is caused b y . Some im ­ 
b ib ers b elieve it is the result of 
smoking too much, eating the 
wrong thing, or b ecause 
of the 
juniper juice in the gin 
or the 
fusel oil in the whisky . 
As a result of his researchers, 
Adams is convinced the only real 
cause of most real hangovers is too 
much alcohol. 


Thirdly , he denies the possi­ 
b ility — b elieved in strongly b y 
some drinkers — that a hangover 
can he prevented b y taking vita­ 
min pills or any other medicine 
the night b efore at b edtime, lf 
loo much alcohol in any form has 
b een consumed, 
he 
s a y s , the 
hangover will follow as the day 
the night. 
Fourthly , Adams say s there is 
• the only sensib le treatm ent avail- 
ab le at home for a hangover victim.

Scientists hav e started desig n­ 
ing a space drill to dig down into 
m y steries of the moon s su rface. 
Carried u p by a spaceahip th# 
drill will be operated by rem ote 
control, with 
electronic sy stem s 
messag ing back what it finds. 
It isn t a simple challeng e, for 
the moon has no air. T em pera­ 
tu res can rang e 'rom 27 0 deg rees 
Fahrenheit down to 184 below zero.

v ery 
heav y . Scientists at Armou r R e­ 
search Fou ndation, Chicag o, are 
wrest ling also with qu estions of 
what kind of drill head to u se. the 
best method of powering the drill, 
and how hard the moon’s su rface 
is.

Toads Mill only eat something 
which is mov ing .
